of the assault made northwest cf Soissons on Sunday night, is said 
to endanger the whole German position at Soissons ar.ci the Aasnc. 
It is added that the French success probably will 
he 
followed 
by a German retirement from Soissons to the Chemin-des Da nes. No 
details cf the fighting are as yet available, but an advance of two 
miles in this sector would seem to place the Germans both along 
the Aisne and before Noyon in a serious position from which only an 
immediate retreat would appear to be possible. 
Official dispatches aire state that 
significant

successes 
been achieved by the French from the Oise northward lo well past 
Roye. 
The line as placed in dispatches seems to be v e r y close to 
the important town cf Lassigny, for which the French have been 
fighting for the last week or more 


Battle on Fifteen Mile Front. 
London, Aug. 20.— According to the latest advices reaching Lon­ 
don the front of this morning’s attack by the French extended ever 
fifteen miles. 
Good progress has been made everywhere, according to 
reports, and the advance on this front since Saturday 
is 
now 
over 
four miles at its maximum depth. 
I ne present line follows: 
From 
Plessy-le-Val to Le Four-a-Verre to BvL'cntalne and to Blerancourt, 
two and one-half miles north of Morsain. 
From there it runs south 
to Osly-Courtil and reaches the Aisne at Com til . The attack today 
extended to a point w ithin three miles from Soissons. 


French Captured Village. 
Paris, Aug. 20.— French troops last night occupied the village of 
V.*ssens, northwest of Morsain, between the Oise and the Aisne, it 
is announced officially. 
There was reciprocal artillery fire in the region of Lassigny and 
Bi esl-nc-»urt, west of the Oise, the statement says. 
A German aerial 
bombardment of Nancy was driven off.

The advance of the French troops endangered the whole German 
position about Soissons and on the R iver Aisne. 
It is possible that 
the Germans will now withdraw to the Chemin des Dames.

o’clock this morning the French had captured 500 Germans

North of Roye the French 
have taken the Bracque-
